Discounted Years Ago

counted years ago. 
Pending the report of an Atomic 
Energy Commission investigating 
panel headed by form er Secretary 
of the Army Gordon Gray, Rep.

he had “ hired and recruited in­ 
dividuals who were Communists or 
at least had been Communists to 
handle atomic work.” The senator 
did not say who had made the 
affidavits. 
Oppenheimer, 49, has freely ac­ 
knowledged associating with some 
Communists and fellow travelers 
years ago, but said he thinks his 
experience m akes him more fit to 
serve the government. He is con­ 
testing the charges and has asked 
for a hearing. Since June 1952 he 
has been an AEC consultant. 
Form er President Trum an was 
asked about Oppenheimer Tuesday 
night following a speech at the 
University of Missouri. Declining 
to comment in detail, he said: 
“ I inherited Dr. Oppenheimer. 
He was considered a great scien­ 
tist — one of the greatest—in con­ 
nection with 
the atomic 
bomb. 
Don’t convict anybody by implica­ 
tion or gossip.”

perplexing to us is one that m akes it u n ­ 
law ful for a license to advertise in a pro­ 
gram or publication printed for a special 
occasion. 
The new spaper industry probably should 
appreciate a regulation of this kind because 
it could funnel licensee advertising to new s­ 
papers. However, we m ust concede that we 
can find no legitim ate reason for this regu­ 
lation. 
A ctually m ost 
businessmen 
who 
buy 
space in program s or 
other 
publications 
printed for a special occasion do so m erely 
for good will or to indicate their support 
of a particular activity. The 
advertising 
value of such publications is nil and every 
businessm an knows it. This is true even 
though the businessm an may charge 
his 
cost to an advertising account. 
Me can well understand why a m erchant 
m ay desire not to buy space in a program 
or sim ilar publication but th a t is not 
the 
point in this discussion. The point is that 
if he is a liquor licensee, he is forbidden to 
ao so. It s no longer his choice to m ake but 
th a t of the Liquor Control Commission. 
It is difficult to understand why a regu­ 
lation of this kind is essential to 
proper 
protection of the public. The 
com mission 
should, of course, adopt regulations 
th at 
are in the public interest, particularly 
in 
th e control of a business th at has so m any 
public hazards as the liquor business. But 
w hether a liquor licensee 
buys 
program 


Vue program or not should hardly be the 
concern of the Michigan Liquor 
Control 
Commission. Other business firms locally 
buy space—or decline to do so, as they see 
fit—and we cannot see w here their deci­ 
sion, w hatever it may be, has any affect one 
way or anothei on public morals or public 
interest. 
We speak out against this regulation of 
the Liquor Control Com m ission 
because 
w e regard the regulations as an unneces­ 
sary abuse of authority and because 
we 
feel that unless abuses 
of 
authority 
are 
opposed, there will be an ever increasing 
tendency for m ore abuses of authority.

Some Optimism 
r p ! [ESE are days w hen there may perhaps 
be som e virtue in stressing 
cheerful 
item s in the news. T herefore we point hap­ 
pily to governm ent figures show ing 
th at 
construction in the U nited States reached 
record heights in the first th ree m onths of 
1954. 
Totals ran slightly ahead of 1953. Most 
of the gains carne from expansion in priv­ 
ate housing, public utility construction and 
highw ay work. And the figures 
indicate 
the nonresidential construction 
w as 
the 
key to the advance to peak levels. 
This is riot ju st a m inor straw 
in 
the 
wind. C onstruction alw ays is accepted as 
providing a basic clue to the general state 
of the economy. 
An econom y in really 
serious 
trouble 
would not be running up record totals for 
construction, particularly in the 
field 
of 
non-residential building. 
For this is the area of industrial 
and 
utility activity, w here men are paid 
to 
guess right about the trend of affairs, and 
th e cost of bad forecasting 
is 
painfully 
high. 
Present unem ploym ent totals of 3,725,- 
000 or m ore are not to be m inim ized, not­ 
ate the other signs of business decline. 
But to argue from these indications that 
the A m erican economy is in a gravely u n ­ 
healthy state is to look at the w orld w ith 
blinkers on.

the nation’s top honors for poli­ 
tical cartoonists has been aw arded 
to John Fischetti, cartoonist for 
NEA Service and The Escanaba 
Press. 


The m edal of Sigma Delta Chi, 
national 
journalistic 
fraternity, 
was presented to Fischetti T ues­ 
day night (April 13) at a dinner 
at the W aldorf-A storia Hotel in 
New York. 


The 
cartoon 
which 
won 
the 
vote of the judges as tops in 1953 
was “The Scepter,” a 
pow erful 
com m entary on the death of R us­ 
sian D ictator Josef Stalin. 


D raw n on the day that Stalin 
was reported breathing his last, 
tile cartoon depicts the struggle 
for pow er which was even then 
shaping up inside the K rem lin. A 
spiked m ace symbolic of absolute 
pow er has fallen to the floor from 
the limp hand of Stalin, hanging 
from 
his 
deathbed. 
And 
three 
clutching 
hands 
are 
reaching 
tow ard the handle of the mace. 


The 
cartoon 
was 
so 
striking 
that m any new spapers used it on 
their front page. It was produced 
in record-breaking tim e, less than 
an hour from conception to en­ 
graving room. 


This is 
Fischetti’s 
second 
na­ 
tional cartooning aw ard in three 
years. 
In 1952 he won the N a­ 
tional H eadliners’ aw ard for “con­ 
sistently 
outstanding” 
cartoons 
during the previous year. 


There w'as little about the tall, 
scholarly man in w ell-cut flan ­ 
nels who stepped up to receive 
the SDX medal to suggest the life 
which has helped to mold F is­ 
chetti. in his late 30’s, into one of 
the 
country’s 
forem ost 
editorial 
cartoonists. 


He has been an infantrym an in 
W orld W ar II, an artist on Stars 
and Stripes in the last 
m onths 
of the w ar, and before that an 
anim ator 
in 
the 
W alt 
Disney 
studios in Hollywood, a struggling 
com m ercial artist, and still ea rl­ 
ier a w andering, "depression kid.” 


He was one of five children of 
a Brooklyn barber. 
A* a boy he 
practiced sketching and collected 
the political cartoons of the m as­ 
ters of th at time. 
One of these 
was the great Robin K irby at the 
old New' York World.

It is typical of Fischetti that he 
never once told Kirby of his am ­ 
bition to em ulate him.

Rebel Rabbi Betrayed 
Disciple In Gethsemane

This is the third of six articles 
in which reporter, Ora 
Spaid 
tells of the events of Christ’s 
last seven days in the style of 
today’s news. 
JERU SALEM , N isan 15 (Thurs' 
d ay )—A kiss of b etray al by Judas 
Iscariot, a disciple of Jesus, tonight 
identified the rebel N azarene rabbi 
for arrest by Jew ish Higlj P riest 
Caiaphas* palace guards. 
Led by Judas to G ethsem ane, 
overlooking Jeru salem , the guards 
took Jesus into custody after his 
disciple stepped from the troops, 
approached 
the 
rabbi 
saying, 
“M aster, M aster,” and kissed him. 
The betrayal occurred only a 
few- hours after Jesus had predic­ 
ted, for a second tim e, th at he 
w ould be betrayed and crucified. 
T he 33-year-old teacher announ­ 
ced his im m inent betray al to 12 
of his closest follow ers at a cere­ 
m onial dinner held in observance 
of the Feast of Passover. 
T he ealier forecast of doom by 
the bearded, frail m an who is ac­ 
cused of claim ing to be the son 
of God cam e yesterday at B ethany, 
w hen he said he w ould be “ be­ 
trayed to be crucified.” A lthuogh 
Jesus did not nam e his betrayer, 
Ju d a s was seen yesterday entering 
th e grounds of C aiaphas’ palace, 
w here the high priests w ere m eet­ 
ing. 
C aiaphas had announced 
that 
prosecution of Jesus w ould be de­ 
layed until after the feast day. 
Both he and Ju d as 
refused 
to 
com m ent on the a rrest of Jesus. 
A source close to the rabbi said 
at the dinner Jesus also predicted 
w avering by another of the inner 
group. He w as said to have told 
P eter (Sim on B ar Jo n a h ), a dis­ 
ciple: 
“On this night, before the cock 
crow s three tim es, you will deny 
m e th ree tim es.” 
P eter could not be found for 
•om m ent. 
Memorial Ritual Outlined 
The source said during the din­ 
ner Jesus 
told his follower's it 
w ould be his last w ith them . He ; 
outlined a m em orial 
ritual for 
them. 
He w as reported to have taken a i 


portion of bread from the least 
table and asked his associates to 
eat it, telling them : 
“This is my body, w hich is giv­ 
en for you. Do this in rem em brance 
of me.” 
Then the rabbi w as said to have 
given them w ine to drink, 
He 
likened it to his blood. 
“This cup is the new testam ent 
of my blood,” he said, “which is 
shed for you.” 
The source could not explain 
the significance of the ritual. He 
suggested, how ever, th a t the 12 
disciples at th e d inner apparently 
are convinced th eir leader 
will 
soon die. On the o th er hand, they 
w ere said to have argued over 
w hat positions each w ould hold 
when Jesus assum ed kingship. 
Jesus was quoted as reprim and­ 
ing them by saying: 
“The kings of the G entiles ex ­ 
ercise lordship over them ; they 
are called benefactors. B ut with 
you this shall not be so.

Crocodiles, the world’s largest 
reptiles, face an uphill battle for 
survival.

diles. after a survey revealed a

decline” of 
the once numerous Nile creatures. 
In Australia’s Northern T erri­ 
tory the reptiles are so scarce that 
professional hunters lhay abandon 
their annual trips into the back­ 
land. 
Rich Skin Trade 
A booming trade in skins for 
women’s shoes and handbags is 
steadily shrinking 
the 
crocodile 
population, says the National Geo­ 
graphic Society. 
Europe’s recent 
leather shortage has been a major 
factor in the growth of the lucra­ 
tive industry. 
East Africa yields more than 
2.000 skins 
monthly,

from 
Tanganyika 
alout'. 
Skins 
are

Only the relatively soft belly skin 
is suitable for processing.

Inhabit Five Continents 
Ten known .species of crocodiles 
inhabit a tropical belt stretching 
around the world. 
In addition to 
Africa and Australia, the semi­ 
aquatic creatures are found in In­ 
dia. southeast Asia, the West In­ 
dies, Central 
America, and 
the 
northern portion of South Am er­ 
ica. 
There are also a few in the 
extreme .southern tip of Florida. 


The crocodile 
family includes 
two species of alligator and five 
species of cayman. 
Alligators are 
found only in the .southern United 
States and southern China. Cay­ 
mans 
are 
confined 
to 
Central 
America and parts of South Am er­ 
ica east of tho Andes. 
A crocodile’s distinguishing fea­ 
ture is a long. slender head with 
massive jaws and 
many 
teeth. 
Alligators 
and 
caymans 
have 
shorter, blunter snouts. The fourth 
tooth on each side #of the lower 


jaw pierces the upper jaw. 
Crocodiles are also muie S 
than alligators and caymans and 
are considered more vicious. They 
average about 12 feet in length a1- J 
though some species may grow to I 
20 feet. 
They sometimes live as 
long as 40 years.
